Commando 
EARCHERS after coincidence might make 
something of this: On September 11, 1879, 
Himyar had a walkover. On September 11, 1894, 
Himyar’s son Domino won the Culver Stakes. On 
September 11, 1900, Domino’s son Commando won 
the Junior Champion Stakes. It amounts almost 
to an anniversary celebration. 


But there was one September 11 too many. 
On that date, in 1895, Domino went out to meas- 
ure strides unsuccessfully with Henry of Na- 
varre. On the same day’s program was the 
September Stakes, and it was then no matter for 
comment that in it the moderate *Darebin mare, 
Emma C., running in the name of William Lake- 
land but owned by James R. and Foxhall Keene 
was beaten back to fourth place after once get- 
ting up as far as second. The race with Henry 
of Navarre was perhaps the most important, his- 
torically, in Domino's great career. The Septem- 
ber Stakes was one of the most important races 
in the less illustrious racing life of Emma C. 
Both were beaten, but from the union of these 
two defeated racers came a more powerful strain 
than flowed from any of the day’s winners. 

Emma C., a year younger than Domino, was 
sent to stud in 1897, when Domino was making 
his second and last season. When Domino died, 
in July of 1897, Emma C. was carrying his foal, 
her first. The mare, by the Australian *Darebin, 
carried the staying blood of Melbourne, and it 
was a breeding axiom of the time that Melbourne 
was a valuable force in strengthening “delicate” 
or sprinting lines. In this case the axiom proved 
true, for Emma C.’s foal, which came to the 
races as Commando, was the best stayer among 
the get of Domino. 

Commando was a big, slow-maturing colt, a 
quality certainly not inherited from his sire’s line. 
Trainer James Rowe, who had replaced Lakeland 
as the Keene trainer, did not hurry him, brought 
him to the races in late June, at Coney Island. 
The race was the Zephyr Stakes, over the Fu- 
turity course, 170 feet less than six furlongs. 
Henry Spencer, nicknamed ‘‘The Iceman,” was in 
the saddle. He was there a long while, for Com- 
mando behaved badly at the post, broke up start 
after start, until finally the field was set away 
without use of the barrier. Commando went 
away at high speed, won by two lengths in a gal- 
lop. ‘Behind him were Holstein and King Pepper. 

The race was a tightener for the Great Trial 
Stakes, on June 30, which was the richest race 
Commando ever won. The start was straggling, 
with Commando getting the best of it. He was 
never headed, won pulled up by three lengths. 
The Parader was second and Elkhorn, which got 
the worst of the break, third. Commando carried 
122 pounds, as did The Paracer. Only higher 
weights were on Bonnibert (129), which was 
fourth, aad Tommy Atkins (129), which, running 
coupled with Commando, finished tenth. Com- 
mando’s share of the purse was $15,550, and he 
was leader pro tem of the 2-year-olds of 1900. 

On July 6, under 122 pounds, he won the Mon- 
tauk Stakes by eight lengths from Cresson (107) 
and Bedeck (107) at Brighton Beach. On Au-

Junior Stakes cleverly by a neck from his stable- 
mate Olympian (112). Olympian was eased to 
allow Commando to win, but Commando him- 
self was not under punishment, as the Keene 
entry had run off with the race from the start. 
All Green (112) was third, Kenilworth (112) 
fourth. (Kenilworth died December 16, 1932, at 
the age of 34.) Moving over to Gravesend on Sep- 
tember 11 Commando rang up his fifth consecu- 
tive victory in the Junior Champion Stakes. He 
carried 127 pounds, won as he pleased from Bel- 
jlario (117), Olympian (107), and four others. 
Commando’s next start, his last of his 2-year- 
old season, was in the Second Matron Stakes, 
over the Eclipse Course at Morris Park. To the 
amazement of nearly everyone, he went under by 
a half-length to Beau Gallant (125), with The 
Parader (117) a length and a half away third. 
Goodwin's Guide, in its report of the race, re- 
marks that Commando was “carelessly ridden.” 
It was really worse than that, for Spencer forgot 
the self-evident proposition that every horse has 
two sides. He looked around to his right and saw 
nothing dangerous, eased Commando. Along the 
rails on his left Jockey Bullman brought Beau 
Gallant up with a rush and was in front before 
Spencer knew there was a horse near him. It 
was too late to get Commando going again, and 
the Domino colt suffered his first defeat, one 
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COMMANDO, best 
stayer among Domino’s 
sons, died young, as had 
his sire. But he left a 
long-lived progeny, in- 
cluding Ultimus, Peter 
Pan, and Colin, and the 
line of Domino is now in 
approximately half of all 
American pedigrees. 


which he did not deserve. Reporters of the race 
were not sparing in their criticism. Turf, Field 
and Farm called it ‘stupid carelessness,” said 
that Spencer “literally threw the race away.”’ The 
jockey was questioned by the stewards, con- 
vinced them that he had no “corrupt purpose,” 
got a week's suspension for carelessness. Mr. 
Keene apparently needed no convincing; Spencer 
rode Commando in every start he made afterward. 

Horsemen today would look askance at a train- 
er who started his charge in an important event, 
particularly at a long distance, without giving 
him a preliminary race. But James Rowe sent 
Commando out for his first start at three in the 
Belmont Stakes, then at 1%, miles. The race was 
at Morris Park, on May 23, and the track was 
fast. Commando was fit and ready. He broke 
well, locked horns with The Parader. In a mile 
he had run him to ground, then galloped in as he 
pleased to win by two lengths. The Parader 
held second place, with All Green third. Only one 
horse, Blues (111), faced Commando for the 
Carlton Stakes a week later. Commando took 
up 126 pounds, ran the mile in 1:39%; and won 
with ridiculous ease, leading all the way. 

On July 4 Commando came out for the Law- 
rence Realization at Coney Island on a slow track. 
He followed the pace of Handwork closely for 
the first mile, then moved to the lead. But with 
victory almost achieved he broke down, and his 
old rival The Parader swept past to win by two 
lengths. Commando kept second place, with 
Mortallo and Handwork behind him. He could 
never to be trained again, and went back to Castle- 
ton to head the stud there. 

He made his first season in 1902. Two fillies 
from this crop which remain in modern pedigrees 
were Mosquito, second dam of Sting, and True 
Love, third dam of Whopper. In his second sea- 
son he got Peter Pan and Superman, among 
others. From his 1904 season came Celt, Colin, 
Transvaal, and Peter Quince. In March of 1905, 
while being exercised under saddle, he picked up 
a sharp rock. The injury seemed trivial, and 
when the hoof was trimmed and the stone re- 


moved, no one considered the wound serious. 
But tetanus set in and despite the 48-hour strug- 
gle of three veterinarians, Commando died. He 
had served only a few mares, but from one of 
them, in 1906, came Ultimus, which never raced 
but sired a most distinguished progeny. Him- 
yar’s phenomenal speed had had a precarious 
passage through the short-lived Domino. The 
heritage which Domino handed down might easily 
have died with Commando. But Commando’s 
greatest sons were long-lived and, excepting the 
unbeaten Colin, fecund, and the epitaph on Him- 
yar's gravestone—-Speed springs eternal from his 
ashes—seems now almost literally true. 

Commando was a dark bay (he also appears in 
the American Stud Book as a brown), with white 
socks behind and white also on both fore feet, 
the right marked more strongly than the left. 
He was a coarse, muscular horse, with low with- 
ers, high croup, great depth in chest and flanks. 
He was big, weighing around 1,100 pounds in 
training. Despite his displays of fractiousness 
at the post he was very good-tempered and in- 
telligent. Mr. Vosburgh quotes Trainer Rowe as 
saying: “He was the best-natured horse I ever 
handled. He had more sense than any horse, and 
as a race horse we never knew how good he 
was, as nothing could extend him.” His size 
came from his dam, herself a large mare. Con- 
cerning his appearance the late Dr. M. M. Leach 
(Exile) wrote that Commando was heavy-shoul- 
dered, lop-eared, with straight pasterns, and was 
“the shortest horse from hip to hock that I have 
ever seen.” 

Commando’s class, undoubtedly very high, is 
hardly to be estimated as accurately as that of 
either Domino or Himyar, or of his own son Colin. 
He raced only nine times, winning seven races, 
losing one from his rider’s carelessness, another 
by breaking down. But he did not meet a Henry 
of Navarre. The best other horses of his year, 
perhaps, were Gold Heels and the weight-carrying 
Chuctanunda, and he did not meet either of them. 
Rowe's statement may be accepted as literally 
true, “we never knew how good he was.”

Jersey Action 


HE position of Lord Rosebery, whose article 

against repeal of the Jersey Act was re- 
printed in last week’s issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
has my entire applause, though the author and I 
get to the same conclusion rather independently. 
The question of “pure” blood I consider a dead 
issue anyway. The Thoroughbred was not one 
of the animals which Adam named that morning 
in the garden, and his pre-Adamic ancestor 
was a small three-toed quadruped which achieved 
his present status by running on one toe and ex- 
changing the other two for splints. When the 
Thoroughbred was evolved in England, Messrs. 
Weatherby were not present, and plenty of cart 
horses were. By exactly the same process as the 
American Thoroughbred was evolved, but with 
less to work from, came the English Thorough- 
bred, with the cart horse gradually bred out. Ad- 
mittedly, colonial breeders in America were care- 
less, the records were not kept, and some cold 
blood got in. It was bred out again, more easily 
because American breeders had the Thorough- 
bred to work with, whereas the English, originally, 
had the type to make. 

Take a case in point. Omaha, a half-bred which 
would have won England’s Ascot Gold Cup if an- 
other half-bred hadn't beaten him a nose, and 
Flares, which did win it this year, are denied 
registration because they contain “cold’’ blood 
through Celt, sire of Gallant Fox’s dam. The 
contaminating strain came through Lexington, 
one of the greatest sires of all time. He got it 
from his grandsire Timoleon, whose dam appar- 
ently wasn't all she should have been. But her 
pedigree goes back three generations, ends in a 
mare by Vampire, which was foaled in Virginia 
about 1750. Nothing is known of her; she may 
have been Thoroughbred, half-bred, or riding cob. 
But assuming she had no Thoroughbred blood 
(Messrs. Weatherby weren’t publishing then, so 
we can’t know), we are back 14 generations from 
Omaha, and the Vampire mare represents 
1/16,384 of his pedigree. To call such a horse a 
half-bred is sustained by the Jersey Act, but it 
isn’t common arithmetic. 


Jersey Results 


UT to return to Lord Rosebery’s position. He 
contends that 1938, definitely an “American” 
year in England, is merely an incident, that the 
British Thoroughbred, having had his downs, will 
have his ups again. He is almost certainly right, 
and the odds are against such a repetition of 
American (and French) successes for many years 
to come. 

All of this is beside the point. The English 
Thoroughbred is not menaced particularly, and if 
the English choose to think he is the best horse 
in the world—why, every nation ought to be al- 
lowed its own superlatives. Think of how much 
bragging our tourists do in England. Think of 
the Kentuckian’s attitude toward the mint julep, 
which he seldom drinks. The real point is that 
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England can sell horses to us, and we can’t sell 
horses to England. We have more races than 
we have horses, and England has more horses 
than it has races, so it works out very well. Just 
now, at least, any stock an English breeder would 
be interested in finds a ready market in America. 
If we need stock to enforce our “cold” blood, we 
can buy it in England. If English lines dete- 
riorate, they can get no help from successful 
American strains. 

So it boils down to this: If Lord Rosebery is 
right, then the Jersey Act keeps undefiled a 
source of new blood on which American breeders 
can draw. If he is wrong, then we will ultimately 
have our British cousins by the pedigree. So I 
am all for the Jersey Act, the purity of the 
General Stud Book, and the roast beef of Old 
England. If ever we win the argument, we lose 
some good horses.

Reports 
that Leo, the MGM (last M for Louis B. Mayer) 
lion who coughs at motion picture audiences, is 
to be replaced by Perifox seem unfounded, but 
if Perifox should win the Santa Anita Handicap 
there might be something to it. . . . Though the 
writer is a shining mark for slot machines and 
pin-ball devices, he still thinks future books are 
the worst way of losing money, because you do 
not get to see anything roll. Though such books 
operate on a 40 to 50 per cent take-out, there 
will always be players, on the theory that “the 
winner’s a wise guy and the loser’s a sucker,” 
whereas both are suckers for taking shorter 
odds than the probabilities deserve. . Cali- 
fornians must like gadgets. Hollywood Park 
considered a revolving saddling paddock, gave 
up the idea reluctantly, possibly because some- 
one remembered what a Thoroughbred would be 
likely to do if he were to find himself on a merry- 
go-round. Now Santa Anita Park announces a 
stewards’ stand which disappears into the 
ground during the running of a race. Presum- 
ably the stewards do not disappear with it; if 
they do, the idea has been in practical use at a 
good many tracks.

Long-Odds Weather 


ONDON, December 12.-If we could bank 

upon weather such as we have had for the 
past fortnight in which to “Go 'Chasing,” I am 
inclined to the view that National Hunt racing 
would seriously challenge the popularity of the 
sport on the flat. Attendances have been so good 
that some of the executives have been a little 
ashamed of the comparatively paltry amount of 
prize-money that they have put up. It is this 
matter of finance that has tended to keep the 
jumping game in the position of the poor rela- 
tion. The stakes to be won have not been worth 
the attention of some of the wealthier type of 
owners, and success over the sticks does not 
materially enhance the value of the horse un- 
less, of course, they shape like potential Grand 
National winners. I talked with a race course 
official at a meeting last week and chided him 
upon the meager amount of stakes money that 
was awarded at his two-day fixture. He looked 
at the crowded stand and then asked me, “What 
are the odds against a sunny afternoon like this 
in mid-December?” I replied, “Ten to one.” 

“Yes,” he said, “and if we had the weather 
that we reasonably expect at this time of year, 
there wouldn't be half so many people present, 
and the meeting would be run at a substantial 
less which we couldn’t hope to make good at 
subsequent N. H. fixtures. The tough regulars 
come, hail, rain, or shine, but the ‘casuals’ must 
have fine weather, and it’s the ‘casuals’ who 
make the profits. It’s too big a risk, from the 
weather point of view, for us to give big stakes 
at December and January meetings.” 

There is no doubt a deal of truth in this, 
though there is another aspect of the matter. I 
am a great believer in the bold policy. Big 
money attracts the top-class horses, and the 
good horses will draw the crowd no matter what 
the climatic conditions. I know that we get oc- 
casional glimpses of the champions running for 
minor stakes these days, but there’s a deal of 
difference between “running” and “competing.” 
It’s a pleasure, of course, to see a great ’chaser 
in action at any time, but it’s a deal more thrill- 
ing if there are three or four in serious compe- 
tition for a substantial purse. As matters stand, 
there are not half a dozen serious contests be- 
tween the best ‘chasers in the period between 
the Liverpool Novmber meeting and the well- 
endowed Grand National “Trials’’ over the Park 
courses which commence in February. 


Good 'Chasers 


T is a notable fact that we have many more 
high-class ‘chasers in training at the present 
time than we have hurdlers. Usually, the boot 
is on the other leg. Old Victor Norman is well 
past his prime, and other seasoned hurdlers are 
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just fair, with Mrs. Hollins’ 6-year-old Prudent 
Achtoi the pick. Of the recruits, the 3-year-olds 
Iceberg II and Main Mast have shown promise, 
but perhaps a likelier sort of candidate for an 
Imperial Cup is Mrs. James Rank’s French pur- 
chase Le Mystere, which was successfully ex- 
ploited in a race at Gatwick last week. A splen- 
didly put together 4-year-old gelding by Fiterari 
out of a Dark Legend mare, I rate Le Mystere 
as the best novice hurdler I’ve seen to date this 
season. 

In the ranks of the ‘chasers we have a really 
great company. Golden Miller, the incompar- 
able, is still in training and we are promised a 
view of him a few days hence. No doubt Miss 
Dorothy Paget’s old champion has shed much of 
his lustre but there’s magic still about ‘The 
Miller,”” and the executive of the meeting where 
he runs will have reason to bless him. 

We have had recent evidence that such bril- 
liant fencers as Airgead Sios, Morse Code, Ar- 
gental, Dunhill Castle, Savon, Rightun, and 
Belted Hero have retained their form, while I 
commented after the Liverpool November meet- 
ing upon the many more of the sober sort of 
leppers which can be considered as Grand Na- 
tional possibles. I hear, by the way, that Major 
Furlong may put Reynoldstown back into train- 
ing for spring steeplechasing. He is still quite 
hearty, and inclined to fret about his life of 
comparative idleness. 

Among the younger generation, we have some 
‘chasers of high merit. James Rank’s Imperial 
Cup winner Le Maestro made his debut as a 
fencer at a recent Newbury meeting, and won 
in the most pleasing style. He is a grand indi- 
vidual, and may well train on into a real cham- 
pion over the bigger obstacles, as he was over 
hurdles. Bel et Bon, Bryan O’Linn, The Pro- 
fessor II, Smerwick, Sable Marten, and Da- 
mascus are some other comparatively young 
horses which have shown exceptional ‘chasing 
ability. 

Bel et Bon, owned by G. S. L. Whitelaw, won 
the three-mile Open ’Chase at Newbury from a 
useful field, a most promising performance even 
allowing that the weights were all in favor of 
the winner. The runner-up was F. Ambrose 
Clark's 7-year-old Artful Dodger, which was 
conceding 14 pounds to Bel et Bon. I was much 
impressed with the safe fencing of Artful Dodg- 
er, and it will not surprise me if the son of Ach- 
toi develops into a fancied Grand National can- 
didate. He is in Ivor Anthony’s stable, so we 
can be sure that the gelding’s ability will be 
made the most of. 


Gold Cup Entries 


NTRIES for next year’s Ascot Gold Cup ap- 
pear in the current issue of the Racing 
Calendar. They number 37, including five from 
France, of which particulars are not yet avail- 
able. The 1938 classic winners, Bois Roussel, 
Rockfel, and Scottish Union have been entered, 
together with the 1938 St. Leger winner Chulm- 
leigh. Many people think that if the last named 
could have been trained this year he would have 
proved himself a great Cup horse. I do not sub- 
scribe to that view, being of the opinion that he 
was a lucky St. Leger winner from a very poor 
field. We shall see who is correct next June if 
Basil Jarvis can manage to get Lord Glanely’s 
horse fit to the post. 
Other Gold Cup entries of interest are Sir 
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Abe Bailey’s Valerian, this year’s runner-up 
Senor, and the rising 4-year-olds Foxglove II, 
Legend of France, Challenge, Michoumy (a like- 
lier sort, I think, than his stable companion 
Scottish Union), Glen Loan, and Portmarnock. 

All being well, I hope and expect to see Rock- 
fel win this Gold Cup—if she can beat Valerian. 

One or two of the more enterprising firms of 
bookmakers have issued price lists on the 1939 
Derby. The odds quoted against the chief fan- 
cies by one of the largest of the London firms 
are as follows: 11-2 Foxbrough II, 8-1 Blue 
Peter, 100-8 each Casanova, Fox Cub, and Pano- 
rama, 100-7 each Dhoti, Hypnotist, and Roger- 
stone Castle, 100-6 each Meadow and Admiral’s 
Walk. 


Death of Colledge Leader 


OLLOWING hard upon the tragic fate of 

Gwyn Evans we have suffered another loss 
in the death of an even more renowned trainer 
and an equally upright man. I refer to Colledge 
Leader, private trainer to Lord Derby for the 
past four years, who died in hospital last week 
following an operation. A man of the highest 
integrity, quiet and unassuming, Leader was a 
worthy member of a family which has been con- 
nected with the training of racehorses for gen- 
erations. I would not class him among the most 
distinguished members of the profession, but 
none was more conscientious. Probably the best 
horse he ever trained was the Oaks and Gold 
Cup winner Quashed, which used to carry the 
colors of the late Lord Stanley. Before his ap- 
pointment as trainer for Lord Derby, Coll Leader 
achieved the good measure of success for a num- 
ber of sporting patrons. Among them was the 
late Lord Harewood, father of the present Earl, 
for whom he won the Cambridgeshire and other 
good races in 1913 with Cantilever. 


MARYLAND 


Pimlico's Purses 


HE plan of holding a stakes each racing day, 

in vogue at Pimlico for its last three meetings, 
will be continued next spring, it was announced 
last week. Leading event will of course be the 
Preakness, which is expected to gross $80,000. 
The total money added to stakes events will be 
$107,500, an increase of $2,500, despite the fact 
that there is one stakes less than at the 1938 
spring meeting. The Swift Handicap and Presgrave 
Handicap have been dropped, and a steeplechase 
stakes with $2,500 added has been put in. The 
Pimlico Oaks for 3-year-old fillies at 1 1-16 miles 
has been increased from $7,500 to $10,000, and 
the Jennings Handicap, a six-furlong preparatory 
race for 3-year-olds, has been increased from 
$2,500 to $5,000. Other events retain their 1938 
endowments. 

The total amount of money offered during the 
12 days is $202,000. This does not include stakes 
payments and starting fees, which in the Preak- 
ness may amount to as much as $30,000. Mini- 
mum purses will be $1,000, with a number of $1,- 
200 and $1,500 races as secondary features. The 
daily average distribution will be $16,850 in monies 
offered by the association. Last year Pimlico’s 
daily average distribution during the spring meet- 
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ing was $18,116, but this included the gross 
amount of all stakes, and the 1938 average is 
certain to be still higher. Nominations to the 
Dixie Handicap and Pimlico Oaks close February 
15; other stakes close April 3. Supplementary 
nominations to the Preakness close April 15. The 
stakes for the spring meeting: 


May 1 Baltimore Spring Handicap, $2,500 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, six furlongs. 

May 2 Rennert Handicap, $2,500 added, 3-year-olds, 
six furlongs.

May 6 Pimiico Oaks, $10,000 added, 3-year-old fillies, 
1 1-16 miles.

MASSACHUSETTS 


New Massachusetts Track 


HE Massachusetts Racing Commission an- 

nounced December 21 application had been 
filed for a license for a race track to be built in 
Westport by the Outdoor Amusements, Inc. The 
track has asked for dates for a 60-day meeting to 
run from June 5 to August 12, which would mean 
conflict, at various times, with both Suffolk Downs 
and Rockingham Park. Obviously designed to 
take the place of Agawam Park, however, this 
means no new conflict in New England racing, 
and Agawam Park’s conflict with other tracks 
made little difference, as a different class of horses 
was attracted. 

Westport is in Bristol County, about 10 miles 
west of New Bedford, about 12 miles south of 
Fall River, and only a few miles from the Rhode 
Island border, not more than 30 miles from Nar- 
ragansett Park, but more than 60 miles from 
Suffolk Downs. 


Great Barrington 


Dan Gurnett, president and principal owner of 
Agawam Park, which was recently voted out in 
Massachusetts, has bought a half-mile track at 
Great Barrington, it was announced December 
23, hopes to have two 15-day meetings there in 
1939. The track cost $26,000, it was reported, 
and $125,000 worth of improvements were an- 
nounced, including totalizator, extended grand- 
stand, a six-furlong chute. 

Great Barrington is in Berkshire County, at 
the extreme western end of the State, about five 
miles east of the New York State line, about 10 
miles north of the Connecticut boundary, and 
across the State from Suffolk Downs and the 
proposed new track at Westport.

URING last week and this, with the exception 

of Saturday, December 31, California has 
one of the intermissions in racing which are grow- 
ing fewer every year. From the closing of Tan- 
foran December 17 there is no racing in the State 
until Santa Anita opens, six days later than it 
had begun in previous years. The first day of 
racing at the Arcadia track will be featured by 
the $10,000 added California Breeders Champion 
Stakes, for California-bred 2-year-olds. On the 
following Monday, the only Monday on which the 
track will operate, the New Year Handicap, for 
3-year-olds and up, at 1 1-16 miles, will be the 
feature. The New Year Handicap also has $10,- 
000 added, this being the minimum value of stakes 
at Santa Anita Park this year. 

There was a considerable slump in support at 
Bay Meadows and Tanforan this fall and the pre- 
diction has been made that there will be a cor- 
responding drop at Santa Anita Park. But the 
San Francisco district has never supported racing 
as Los Angeles does, and if the Hollywood Park 
meeting last summer was any indication, the 
Santa Anita venture may break its previous 
amazing records. 


Production Staff 


Last July, as far as the Thoroughbred racing 
and breeding world was concerned, Louis B. 
Mayer was the last letter in MGM. But in 
August he bought $78,400 worth of yearlings at 
Saratoga, began a series of purchases which last 
week extended to England, began the assembling 
of a staff as elaborate as, and somewhat on the 
plan of, that of a motion picture studio. On 
December 22 it was announced that Howard 
Oots, veteran Kentucky horseman, had been en- 
gaged as chief of staff, in charge of all of Mr. 
Mayer’s Thoroughbred interests. 


The Mayer purchases of horses in training 
have included such racers as Perifox, Main Man, 
Mask and Wig, Flying Bonny, Ossabaw, Magic 
Hour, Sweet Patrice, and others, and the stable 
containing these has been campaigning at Bay 
Meadows and Tanforan in charge of Trainer T. 
D. Grimes. In California also is Lonnie Copen- 
haver, training a group of coming 2-year-olds at 
Hollywood Park. In Florida is Ray Kindred, 
with about 12 coming 2-year-olds which would 
not be allowed to race in California before May 
1. It was reported also that Mr. Oots might per- 
sonally direct the training of a stable on the 
New York circuit next year, so that Mr. Mayer 
might have four trainers. However, it is op- 
tional with Mr. Oots whether he trains any 
horses for Mr. Mayer. 


Allan Long, formerly associated with his 
brother, the late Ross Long, in the management 
of Dixiana, and later operator of Kingston Stud, 
was engaged last summer to take charge of a 
farm in California, and to manage the breeding 
stock there. In Kentucky the Mayer horses will 
be in charge of Daniel B. Midkiff, at whose Kings- 
ton Stud (taken over from Mr. Long) they will 
be quartered. 


In California also are Frank Orsatti, who has 
acted for Mr. Mayer in some of his purchases, 
and Neil S. McCarthy, hurseman and attorney, 


who acts as legal adviser in matters Thorough- 
bred, and who was recently in Kentucky arrang- 
ing the mating of various stallions with Mr. 
Mayer's newly purchased broodmares. 

Over this organization, which also includes 
Jockeys George Woolf and Charlie Bierman, Mr. 
Oots takes general managership, a position im- 
mediately compared to that which Major Louie 
A. Beard holds with the Whitney racing inter- 
ests. At present he has a stable of horses in his 
charge in California, including the good racing 
mare Marica, the good 1938 2-year-old Yale O’ 
Nine, both owned by Thomas D. Taggart. 


Howard Oots, a native of Fayette County, and 
now 62 years of age, has behind him a rich ex- 
perience of intimate contact with racing and the 
Thoroughbred. Except for an interlude as a 
deputy county clerk, he has handled horses all 
his adult life. He has had many good horses 
under his care, but not in the last 35 years has 
he had anything which he considered better than 
a $250 yearling he bought at Sheepshead Bay in 
1900 for the account of Curry McChesney and 
Howard Oots. But McChesney passed out of his 
hands, sold to John S. Ward for $1,500, before 
he showed himself a top-class racer. 

When the late James Cox Brady came into 
racing in the 1920’s Mr. Oots was one of his ad- 
visers and his trainer. But Mr. Brady died and 
Mr. Oots returned to Lexington and purchased 
a farm on the Georgetown Pike, named it Fay- 
ette Farm, developed it into a well equipped 
base for his training and breeding operations. 
For several years he has been closely associated 
with Thomas D. Taggart, and, together with his 
nephew Howard Wells, has trained Marica, Yale 
O’ Nine, and other good horses for the Indiana 
sportsman. 

With the addition of Mr. Oots to his staff, and 
with his 1938 yearling purchases about to come 
of racing age, Louis B. Mayer is ready to begin 
“production” in earnest. He has _ high-class 
“made” horses, he has a big group of coming 
2-year-olds, he has a general manager, a training 
staff, a riding staff, a farm manager (but no 
farm), a collection of excellent broodmares, and 
seasons to the most fashionable stallions in 
America and England. He has set up an organi- 
zation based on the supposition that he will be 
a long time in the business, for, according to a 
note from Neil S. McCarthy to the editor of 
THE BLoop-HoRSE, “Mr. Mayer is not in the 
market for any animals solely for the purpose 
of racing. It is his purpose to acquire only such 
animals as later promise to be valuable for 
breeding purposes.” 

Nor is Mr. Mayer in racing for the purpose of 
throwing money away. Mr. McCarthy’s letter 
says in part: ‘ 

I notice in this week’s Broop-Horse, in commenting 
on Flying Bonny, the statement that Mr. Mayer paid 
$15,000 for her. In other papers I have seen a state- 
ment that Mr. Mayer offered $125,000 for El Chico. 

We have never made an offer of any amount for El 
Chico. We paid less than one-half of $15.000 for Flying 
Bonny. Statements of these exaggerated prices are 
harmful in many ways. People believe them and they 
demoralize the purchase and sale of Thoroughbreds. 
It makes it difficult for us to buy an animal that we 
might desire because people feel we are stupid and 
that they should ask much more than the animal is 
worth and, as a consequence, we do not buy it. 

It puts Mr. Mayer in the position of throwing money 
away in order to buy an animal that someone thinks 
he might fancy. He is not that tvpe of man end has 
not made that type of purchase. I question that there 
is an individual animal that we have bought cannot be 
sold today for more than we paid for it. I know that 
we can sell the entire group that we have purchased 
for much in excess of what they cost. 
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FLORIDA 


Tropical Park 


HE first week of racing at Tropical Park, 

favored by good weather, enjoyed a pari- 
mutuel turnover about the same as that of the 
corresponding week last year, though on several 
days during the week there seemed to be some 
indications of a slump. The track began what 
retrenchment it could, offering a $900 feature 
on Saturday, December 24, instead of the usual 
$1,000 or $1,500 offering, so that horsemen will 
pay the bill, if there is a bill, will pay it anyway, 
if there is none. 

The feature, an allowance event for 3-year- 
olds at a mile and 60 yards, was won by Larch 
Hill Stable’s Histrionic, which had won the fea- 
ture on opening day. The *Masked Marvel II 
gelding, ridden by Eddie Arcaro, was in front 
after the first quarter-mile, galloped in easily 
by eight lengths at 4 to 10. Only one other 
favorite succeeded, however, from the eight race 
card. The supporting event, for 2-year-olds at 
six furlongs, went to J. Hazza’s Pause, a filly 
by Wise Counsellor, bred by Wise Counsellor’s 
owner, F. A. Burton. 


On December 26 the Christmas Handicap, an 
overnight event with a $1,200 purse, was of- 
fered at 1 1-16 miles. Strong favorite was Ram- 
sey and Coppage’s Mucho Gusto, which had not 
been under silks since November 12, when he 
was second to War Admiral at Narragansett 
Park. Mucho Gusto disappointed, however, and 
the winner was J. D. Norris’ Sandy Boot, a 5- 
year-old gelding by Boot to Boot, with Ira Han- 
ford in the saddle. Court Scandal, winner of the 
Flamingo Stakes of 1937, was second. 


Speakers and Subjects 


Possibly no organization affecting racing has 
proved itself more ready to take advice, and to 
solicit information, from outside sources than the 
National Association of State Racing Commis- 
sioners. During the three days of the meeting of 
that body at Miami, eight addresses have been 
planned by persons not officially connected with 
the organization. The speakers and their sub- 
jects: A. B. Hancock, vice president of the Amer- 
ican Thoroughbred Breeders Association, “What 
the Breeders are Doing’’; Danied B. Midkiff, pres- 
ident of the Thoroughbred Club of America, 
“Sportsmanship in Racing’’; Preston M. Burch, 
president of the American Trainers Association, 
“Problems of Trainers’; J. A. Estes, editor of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, “‘Pedigree Hocus-Pocus”; Dr. 
J. G. Catlett, supervising veterinarian in Florida 
and New York, “Efficient Tests’; Abram S. 
Hewitt, Virginia breeder, “Long Distance Rac- 
ing”; Marshall Cassidy, steward of New York, 
Maryland, and Florida tracks, “‘The Importance of 
Proper Identification and Physical Examination of 
Horses”; Lincoln Plaut, of Daily Racing Form, 
“Turf Topics.” 

In addition, Leo Spitz, chairman of the Illinois 
State Racing Commission, will speak on “The 
Expansion and Development of Racing,” and Her- 
bert Bayard Swope, chairman of the New York 
State Racing Commission, on “Important Racing 
Matters.” Committee reports, and reports from 
the representatives of the various state racing 
commissions make up most of the rest of the busi-

ness meetings. A number of social events are 
planned, climaxed by J. E. Widener’s annual ban- 
quet at the Roney Plaza Hotel, at Miami Beach, 
at which Mr. Widener will speak. 


Gufstream Park's Purses 


Minimum purse values at new Gulfstream Park, 
it was announced last week, will be $700, or $100 
higher than was originally planned. The daily 
features will be run for $800, with $1,000 events 
on Wednesdays and Saturdays. No stakes are 
planned. 


At present, the track announces, there are eight 
58-stall barns completed, the track surface is 
complete and is being worked into condition, the 
foundation for the grandstand is laid, and work 
on the administration building has been begun. 


Morning Racing 


In order not to conflict with the Orange Bowl 
football game between Tennessee and Oklahoma 
at Miami January 2, officials of Tropical Park 
decided to run off that day’s program in the 
morning. In agreement with suggestions made 
by Miami civic organizations, officials have set 
post time for the first race at 10:15 a. m.

Frank J. Bryan Retires 


On December 22 Judge Frank J. Bryan, a rac- 
ing official of many years standing, but particu- 
larly identified with hunts racing, wrote to Henry 
W. Bull, president of the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association: 

It is with sincere re- 
gret that I am bringing to 
a close my connection as 
secretary of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunts 
Association, and the Hunts 
Committee, the same to be 
effective December $1. 
The many years it was 
my privilege to be asso- 
ciated with both organiza- 
tions were happy years 
filled with sincere interest 
in the work of carrying on 
steeplechasing, especially 
my part in connection with 
vne hunt race meetings 
throughout the country. 

It is not my intention 
to remain inactive. My 
plans when formulated will 
mean a continuance of 
such assistance as I can 
offer in the general work 
for the betterment of rac- 
ing. 

Until last year Judge Bryan was steward, rac- 
ing secretary, and handicapper for the Maryland 
Jockey Club (Pimlico), was replaced as racing 
secretary by Charles McLennan, and asked to re- 
tain his positions as steward and racing secretary 
for steeplechases. He refused both positions, be- 
cause “existing conditions of the policies of the 
Maryland Jockey Club seem to threaten many of 
the traditions that earned for Pimlico the respect 
and support of friends of racing.” 


Under his long guidance, hunts racing has 
made great gains, had one of its best years in 
1938. In announcing acceptance of his resigna- 
tion, President Bull classed him with the late 
Walter S. Vosburgh among the “incorruptibles” 
of racing, paid high tribute to his services.

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NEW JERSEY 
Referendum Bill Passed 


ACING in New Jersey became a virtual cer- 

tainty December 19, though none can be held 
before the late summer of 1939, possibly not be- 
fore 1940. Week before last a racing bill pro- 
viding for a referendum was passed by the As- 
sembly, but Senate Republicans rejected it, and 
a new bill was substituted. This went to the As- 
sembly, where it needed 31 votes for passage, got 
39, with 17 opposing votes. In the Senate it re- 
quired 11 votes (New Jersey has 21 senators), 
got them after two roll-calls on December 19, 
with no dissenting votes. 

The question now goes before the New Jersey 
voters, in a special election to be held June 20. 
This was the date in the original measure, but 
the bill as adopted also appropriates $400,000 to 
meet the cost of the election, provides for the 
use of voting machines when these are available. 
It is almost certain that the referendum will be in 
favor of racing, and some persons predict a 3 to 1 
majority. 

No racing law has yet been framed, though it is 
reported that one may be enacted before the spe- 
cial election is held. There are reports that the 
law may provide a 4 per cent take-out, with 
breakage to the nickel, or possibly to the penny. 
If this materializes, New Jersey will have by far 
the lowest take-out in the United States. 

The interests which hope to build tracks in 
New Jersey are now in a difficult situation. If 
they wait for the special election, and the issu- 
ance of permits by the racing commission, they 
can hardly get into operation in 1939. If they 
build tracks now, in readiness for 1939 racing, 
they run the slim risk that the measure will not 
pass, the greater risk that political winds may 
shift, leave them without permits. 


ILLINOIS 
Handbook Bill Invalid 


IRCUIT JUDGE Harry M. Fisher on Decem- 

ber 20 handed down a ruling declaring the 
Chicago city ordinance licensing handbooks to 
be invalid. The ordinance, passed a year ago, 
provided for licensing handbooks on payment of 
fees varying from $1,000 to $5,000 annually. No 
such licenses have been granted, pending a court 
test of legality of the ordinance. 

In handing down his ruling, Judge Fisher said 
it would be better for the State to “substitute 
regulatory laws for the unenforceable statutes 
aimed at the suppression of gambling,”’ and con- 
tinued: 

In view of the enormous role that gambling plays in 
our economic, social, and political spheres, it deserves 
more serious examination than it has received... . 
Varying fruitless efforts to “curb the evil’ have been 
made throughout the ages. The failure of society to 
find an effective curb is due in all probability to the 
fact that the “evil” is so embodied in human nature 
that there is no general desire that it be curbed... . 
No law, however drastic, ever succeeded in eradicating 
or even materially minimizing the volume of gambling. 
. . . Wherever crime and politics are united, the illegal 
gambling enterprise is the link that binds them. 

But despite his evident feeling that present 
anti-gambling laws are unenforceable, and that 
regulatory laws are needed instead of prohibitive 


laws, Judge Fisher held that, whatever licenses 
were issued by the city of Chicago, the handbooks 
would be gambling houses, and that gambling 
houses were prohibited by State law. 


CANADA 
Dates for 1939 


IGHT of the Canadian tracks have already 

been allotted dates for 1939, and all of those 
in this group except Fort Erie and Stamford 
Park have asked for seven-day meetings. Wood- 
bine Park, Thorncliffe Park, Long Branch, Duf- 
ferin Park, and Hamilton have been allotted two 
meetings each, and Queen’s Park, at London, 
Ontario, has but one seven-day meeting, may 


not have racing at all. The dates:

He 
is actually out of *Blue Dust, by Gainsborough, 
and has been correctly carried in 1938 statistics. 
Persons who retain files of THE BLOOD-HORSE for 
reference should turn to page 371 of Volume 29 
(January—June, 1938), where the 1937 breeding 
record of Man o’ War’s daughters appears, delete 
Grim Reaper, amend the totals to 41 mares, 55 
winners of 143 races and $215,515. 

Grim Reaper is correctly in this year’s files, 
but it had escaped the notice of the statistical 
department that he was incorrectly listed for 
1937 until a subscriber wrote last week. Others 
who detect mistakes in statistical material will 
be conferring a real favor if they will call at- 
tention to them, get the records corrected.

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LOUISIANA 
Fair Grounds 


ITH Christmas falling on Sunday, the Christ- 

mas Handicap at the Fair Grounds was 
run on Monday, December 26, which was the 
twenty-eighth day of the meeting. On the pre- 
vious Saturday the feature was the $1,500 over- 
night Carrollton Handicap, an event for horses 
of all ages, at six furlongs. W. F. Mannagh’s 
Chief Nadi, 3-year-old son of King Nadi, had no 
great difficulty in taking the event by a half- 
length from Bedford Stock Farm’s Sangreal, 
which just missed upsetting the field at 55 to 1. 
Racing during the day was reasonably formful, 
for though only three favorites won, all of the 
winners were well supported, a fact which was 
the more surprising because the track was a 
muddy one. 

On December 31 the Audubon Handicap, at six 
furlongs, will be the feature, and on January 2 
the New Year’s Handicap, with $2,000 added, will 
be the principal event. For 3-year-olds and up, 
it is at 1 1-16 miles, is sure to draw the best 
horses available at the track, as there are few 
$2,000 events there. Probably the field will be 
much the same as that which competed for the 
Christmas Handicap. 


Track Suits Busy K. 


No very remarkable horse over a fast racing 
strip, D. A. Wood's Busy K. steps up many 
pounds in mud. At the end of his 3-year-old 
season he found an off track, threw it in the 
faces of Calumet Dick, Burning Star, and others. 
In muddy going he finished second to Menow in 
the Massachusetts Handicap this year, with War 
Admiral breaking stride behind him. In the 
Yonkers Handicap in July he got more mud, won 
cleverly from Rex Flag, Clodion, and others. 

Busy K. found no more mud until the Christ- 
mas Handicap ($2,000 added, all ages, 1 1-16 
miles) at the Fair Grounds December 26, won 
no more races. But in that event he picked up 
top weight of 118 pounds, and when Ralph Ec- 
card got him in front at the start, Busy K. had 
no more difficulties. He drew out to a long 
lead, won by two lengths with something left 
at 11 to 10. H. Januska’s Invermark (106), the 
second choice, raced steadily to finish second, a 
length and a half in front of J. W. Brown's 
Michigan Flyer (2-y-o, 90), a Michigan Boy 2- 
year-old which tired in the last furlong. Eight 
lengths farther back was A. Gaignard, Jr.’s Cash

Battery Case 


Nick Guarneri, owner and trainer, was sus- 
pended for 90 days last summer in connection 
with a stimulation case at Washington Park, 
was suspended an additional 30 days for irregu- 
larities in filing application for a _ trainer’s 
license, and for falsely registering a horse as his 
own. These suspensions expired November 17, 
and it took Guarneri approximately one month 
to get himself into difficulties again. 

On December 20 Guarneri, owner of Baby Joe, 
J. Benedetto, the trainer, and A. Daniels, jockey, 
were suspended by stewards at the Fair Grounds 
when investigation discovered that the horse 
was to have been ridden on that day with a bat- 
tery. The jockey told stewards he had been 
given a battery, had agreed to “‘put the heat on 
Baby Joe” because he was anxious for Christmas 
money. Stewards started investigating when 
Baby Joe went from 30 to 1 to 5 to 1 in the bet- 
ting, ordered the horse scratched. 

Had the project gone through, it would have 
been no news to Baby Joe. Last March 20 
Jockey H. W. Fisher “put the heat’”’ on him, was 
suspended for using a battery. He is still under 
suspension. Baby Joe then raced in the name 
of Mrs. A. Guarneri.

Seabiscuit's Bandages 


The State, morning newspaper of Columbia, S. 
C., said December 23 that Seabiscuit had ‘gone 
the way of all handicap horses,’”’ was so lame 
that he was finished with racing. The next day, 
Owner Charles S. Howard, at San Francisco, 
said he had read the story, had heard nothing 
frcm Trainer Tom Smith. It seemed improbable 
that, reading reports of Seabiscuit’s lameness, 
Owner Howard would have waited for notifica- 
tion by ordinary mail. 

At Columbia Trainer Smith denied the story 
of unsoundness, said the horse was “sound as 
a dollar,”’ a comparison not as impressive nowa- 
days as it was a few years ago. Continued Mr. 
Smith: 

“There’s nothing to it. Just because ‘the Bis- 
cuit’s’ legs were bandaged in the stall does not 
mean that he is lame. We've used bandages on 
his legs a long time.” 

On December 26, with no previous warning, 
Trainer Smith announced that Seabiscuit would 
leave Columbia for Santa Anita Park on De- 
cember 27, with the Santa Anita Handicap as his 
destination, 134 pounds, Stagehand, and all. Be- 
hind him he left stories of special races in 
Florida, the probability of another meeting with 
War Admiral.

‘.D ALM for the wounds of the bloodstock breed- 

ing industry in England this year is the 3- 
year-old filly Rockfel, whose likeness appears on 
the front cover of this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 
After a season in which the Derby, the Ascot 
Gold Cup, the Middle Park Stakes, the Grand 
National Steeplechase, the Cambridgeshire, and 
Cesarewitch, and numerous other important 
races have fallen to American- and French-bred 
horses, it must be soothing for English breeders, 
whose export market depends upon the continued 
superiority of their product, to reach the unchal- 
lenged conclusion that the outstanding horse of 
the year is the home-bred Rockfel. 

Reckfel ran four times at two, once in a claim- 
ing race, and won her last effort of the season. 
At three she began by finishing third to Lapel 
and Old Reliance in the Free Handicap at seven 
furlongs. She then won the Princess Elizabeth 
Stakes, the One Thousand Guineas, and Oaks. 
In the Coronation Stakes at Ascot she finished 
sixth in a field of 3-year-old fillies, carrying 136 
pounds and giving at least a stone (14 pounds) 
to everything else in the race. In August she 
won the Hyperion Stakes (one mile, five fur- 
longs, 40 yards). Late in October, receiving 
weight for sex, she easily vanquished Pasch, the 
French-bred L’Ouragan III, Portmarnock, and 
Ramtapa in the 1!,-mile Champion Stakes, and 
at Liverpool in October she scored another easy 
victory in the Aintree Derby (1°, miles), beating 
Bombay Duck, the St. Leger second Challenge, 
and the very successful Foxglove. She was not 
eligible for the St. Leger, but if she had been 
there was no doubt in the minds of the majority 
of British racing men that she would have won 
it. At the end of the season she was placed at 
the top of the Free Handicap of 3-year-olds, with 
133 pounds, and the same weight was assigned 
the Derby winner Bois Roussel, a colt. 

At the end of the season it was inevitable that 
a. discussion should arise as to Rockfel’s merit in 
comparison with that of previous filly champions, 
such as Sceptre and Pretty Polly. Robert S. 
Sievier, who owned the great mare Sceptre, 
wrote the “Special Commissioner” of the Sport- 
ing Life: “If asked which I thought was the best, 
I should be forced to reply: ‘A dead-heat between 
three.’”’ This was magnanimity rather than 
cold justice. Pretty Polly did not suffer de- 
feat at two or three. Sceptre won the Woodcote 
and July Stakes at two and was beaten only in 
the Champagne Stakes, in which she ran with a 
high temperature. At three she won the Two 
Thousand Guineas, the One Thousand Guineas, 
the Oaks, and St. Leger, and was fourth in the 
Derby. Rockfel showed no class at two. If she 
is to be ranked above such mares as Sceptre, 
Pretty Polly, and La Fleche, she must prove her- 
self in the future. She is to be kept in training 
for the Ascot Gold Cup in 1939. 

The pedigree of Rockfel is not a fashionable 
one. She is by Felstead, whose get in five pre- 
vious years had won only a little more than was 
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credited to them in the 1938 season, when he 
finished second to Blandford on the sire list. 
Felstead won the Derby, and so did his sire, 
Spion Kop, and his grandsire, Spearmint. Spear- 
mint was by Carbine, son of Musket, son of the 
roaring Toxophilite. None of these stallions as 
far back as the sixth generation had ever stood 
as high as second on the sire list in England 
until this year, though Musket was very suc- 
cessful in Australasia. Except in Australasia 
the Musket male line has hung precariously on 
one horse for four generations, and its position 
is not improved in England, for Felstead has 
sired far more good fillies than colts. In America 
Spearmint was represented by the _ top-class 
*Johren, which failed utterly as a sire, and by 
that noble savage *Chicle, whose best son, 
Whichone, is siring good horses. (But the best 
otf Whichone’s get to date is the filly Handcuff.) 

Felstead is out of Felkington, by Lemberg 
(son of Cyllene), second dam Comparison, by 
William the Third, third dam Combine, by Car- 
bine. Thus the sire of Rockfel is inbred to Car- 
bine with three free generations. 

Reckfel’s dam is Rockliffe, by Santorb out of 
Sweet Rocket, by the American-bred Rock Flint 
(by *Rock Sand) out of Bustle, by Eager out of 
Sophie Arnould, by Ayrshire. Santorb, foaled in 
1921, was a good racer, winning the Doncaster 
Cup of 1924 (run at the approximate rate of 15 
seconds to the furlong), and the Ascot Gold Cup 
of 1925. He was second in the St. Leger. He 
was by Santoi out of Countess Torby, by Mor- 
ganatic (by St. Simon), next dam All Square, 
by General Peace. After a few seasons of un- 
distinguished stud service he was exported to 
Hungary. 

Rockliffe, dam of Rockfel, won 10 races at 
two, three, and four, including several minor 
stakes and handicaps at three and four. She 
was the only good racer among the produce of 
Sweet Rocket, a stakes winner, which was in 
turn the only good racer among the produce of 
Bustle. The latter won four cheap races from 
33 starts and was one of two foals produced by 
Sophie Arnould, a non-winner by Ayrshire out 
of Lady Susan (12 starts, no wins), by St. Simon 
out of *Bonnie Snood, by Macheath. 

There is nothing distinguished about this pedi- 
gree, and if there is a moral in it, the moral is 
one I have already stated many times in differ- 
ent forms: To produce class, breed from class, 
regardless of pedigree. On both sides of her 
pedigree Rockfel is descended from several gen- 
erations of best sons and best daughters.

Additions to Pimlico Sale 


In the sale of horses in the paddock at Pimlico 
on the morning of Wednesday, November 9, 
were two lots which were not catalogued and 
which were not included in the report furnished 
THE BLooD-HORSE for publication.

REEDERS require three years, at least, to 
adjust their production to the demands of 
racing. In 1927, in the midst of booming times, 
they began preparing to bring increased numbers 
of yearlings to the markets. This resulted in 
record numbers of sales in 1930 and 1931 (over 
1,000 yearlings were sold in each of these years), 
when the prices fell sharply. They curtailed pro- 
duction as soon as the crash began, had cut the 
yearling offerings down to 752 by 1934. In 1935 
things were looking up for Thoroughbred racing, 
but it was 1938 before this could be reflected in 
the yearling markets. This year 983 yearlings 
went under the auctioneer’s hammer, the largest 
number sold publicly since 1931. This was an 
increase of 102 head, or 11.5 per cent, over 1937. 
This time there was no crash, and prices con- 
tinued stabie. They did not, to be sure, quite 
reach the 1937 prices, and the average was 5.6 
per cent lower, was almost exactly the same as 
the 1936 average (this year’s prices were $12 a 
head lower, or less than one per cent). But the 
small drop is easily accounted for by the fact 
that supply was fairly well balanced against de- 
mand, instead of behind it. A part of it could 
be accounted for also by the disproportionate in- 
crease in the number of fillies over colts. There 
were 490 fillies soid this year, or 15 per cent more 
than in 1937; there were 493 colts sold in 1938, or 
8 per cent more than in 1937. This, however, ac- 
counts for only one per cent of the drop; had the 
proportion of fillies and colts remained the same 
as in 1937, at the same averages as in 1938, the 
general average in 1938 would have been $1,581 
a head, or 4.7 per cent below 1937. 

A change of 5.6 per cent in general average is 
hardly to be considered a trend. A difference in 
the quality of the yearlings offered, the absence 
of one or two bidders from the lists, the deaths 
of a few top yearling prospects, the resale of a 
group of cheaper horses, could account forit. As- 
suming that economic conditions do not change 
materially during 1939, breeders probably are 
justified in assuming that the 1939 market will 
present an average of $1,550 to $1,700 a head. 

The major trends revealed by the 1938 yearling 
sales were, first, a closer ratio of prices for colts 
and fillies, and, second, a growing importance of 
yearling markets other than those held annually 
at Saratoga and Lexington. Colts dropped 10 
per cent in 1938; fillies went up 9.6 per cent. 
Colts were still valued at about twice as much as 
fillies, but in 1937 they were two and one-half 
times as valuable. Colts will probably always 
command a greater price, but breeders have less 
reason than in previous years to feel unhappy 
when their top mares drop fillies. 

All the markets showed increases in numbers, 
but at Saratoga the gain was 5.8 per cent, at 
Lexington it was 5 per cent, while outside mar- 
kets went up 61 per cent, from 94 head in 1937 
to 152 head in 1938. Maryland and California 
account for virtually all of these, and the increase 
would have been far greater had not the Califor-

nia Breeders Association decided to move their 
sale past the first of the year, sell their foals of 
1937 in January, 1939. About 100 head are includ- 
ed in that sale, and thus do not appear in the 
records as yearlings. 

The Saratoga sale dropped 2.1 per cent in gen- 
eral average, with 31 more yearlings sold. The 
Lexington Fall Sales dropped 7 per cent, with 13 
more yearlings sold. The “other” sales increased 
3 per cent, averaged $54 a head better than the 
Lexington sales. In Maryland 87 head were sold 
for $51,220, average $589; in the remaining sales, 
chiefly in California, 65 head were sold for $38,- 
015, average $585. 

This, too, represents a healthy situation for 
breeders. The Saratoga sales remain virtually 
unchanged. The Lexington Fall Sales show no 
change great enough to be alarming. The Mary- 
land and California sales are even stronger than 
those at Lexington, and breeders in those two 
States are relieved of the expense of shipping 
their yearlings long distances to sell them. 

In 1937 *Sir Gallahad III led the list of sires of 
yearlings in respect to the average price paid. 
This vear his full brother, *Bull Dog, which was 
second last year, tops the list with an average of 
$7,933 for 12 head, despite the fact that *Bull Dog 
2-year-olds did not advertise their sire as well as 
usual. The 20 stallions showing the highest aver- 
age for the year’s sales, together with their aver- 
ages in 1937:

the American Racing Manual. Beginning with 1929 they 
were assembled by the statistical department of THE 
Bi oop- Horse. 

Last year the drop in filly prices was almost 
wholly confined to the Saratoga market, where 
their number had increased by 32. This year the 
number increased almost exactly as much (34), 
but the price went up sharply by 13 per cent.

The colt and filly situation at Lexington and 
elsewhere shows no definite tendency. At Lexing- 
ton the filly average dropped 10 per cent, the colts 
dropped only 5.5 per cent, and the number of 
fillies (162) remained exactly the same, while there 
were 13 more colts sold. At other markets, where 
the number is so small that little dependence can 
be placed on variations, filly prices rose 15 per 
cent, while colts fell 7.4 per cent. A possible ex- 
planation is that promising colts are being sent 
to Saratoga by some breeders, whose fillies are 
retained for smaller sales. 

In the table below the Maryland averages are 
not split out from the others, as there were no 
similar sales in 1937 with which comparison 
could be made. At the Maryland sales this year, 
60 fillies were sold for an average of $555; 27 
colts were disposed of for an average of $664. The 
number, total prices, and average of colts and 
fillies, divided into Saratoga, Lexington, and 
“others,” are as follows:

At four, Only One was second in the Butler (to Discovery), Queens County (to King Saxon), 
and Yonkers (to Top Row) Handicaps, third in the Metropolitan (to King Saxon and Sing- 
ing Wood), Suburban (to Head Play and Discovery), and Empire City (to Top Row and 
Vicar) Handicaps. In the same season Only One was fourth (to King Saxon, Singing 
Wood, and Sgt. Byrne) in the Carter Handicap. 


Orissa won the Fashion and Clover Stakes, and has held the track record at Belmont 
Park for four and one-half furlongs since 1928. She produced the winners Oral (at two, 
three and four), Rissa (at two and three), Halo, and Learner. Orissa is a sister to the 
winners Acquire (up to six), and Carnival (up to six).
